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1. Claims: 1-50,51,52 

A turbine blade with an internal cooling channel, said 
channel comprising a plurality of turbulence promoting ribs, 
each rib comprising two rib portions joined together to form 
a chevron junction, said chevron junction having an angle of 
between 80 and 120 degrees and wherein each rib defines at 
least one gap therein. 
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A turbine blade with an internal cooling channel, said 
channel comprising a plurality of turbulence promoting ribs, 
at least one rib has a trapezoidal or parallelogram 
cross-sectional shape and extends fron the channel wall 
surface at an angle greater than 60 and less than 90 degrees. 
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
